Up Next Year 


LANSING 'AP) — The Michi­ 
gan 
Education 
Association 
<MEA» has forced the next leg­ 
islative session to consider mak­ 
ing teacher tenure mandatory 
for all public schools in the 
state. 
The Board of State Canvassers 
ruled Monday that the MEA has 
presented enough signatures on 
initiative petitions to require the 
legislature to consider taking a 
local-option feature out of the 26- 
year-old tenure law. 
Already 18.000 teachers in 59 
school districts are protected by 
state tenure. The law sought by 
petition would blanket all 73,000 
teachers under the job-security 
statute. 
The 
legislature 
now 
must 
either pass the tenure law spell­ 
ed out in the petitions or put the 
issue on the general election 
ballot next November. 
The only alternative open to 
lawmakers is to pass an amend­ 
ed or conflicting tenure law and 
let voters take their choice. 
Under tenure protection a tea­ 
cher can be dismissed only for 
cause, and MEA claims four 
major advantages for it. 
—Teachers are protected from 
arbitrary and unjustified dis­ 
missal. 
—Dismissal 
of

ANN ARBOR — Secretary of 
Labor W. Willard Wirtz called 
for recognition of the principle 
that a man replaced by a ma­ 
chine is entitled to another job. 
Speaking at the graduation 
exercises at the University of 
Michigan, Wirtz said there are 
five major causes of unemploy­ 
ment: taxes, inadequate educa­ 
tion, poverty, racial prejudice 
and careless automation. 
“As for automation,” Wirtz 
stressed, “I think the answer 
lies in the recognition that a 
man replaced by a machine is 
entitled, assuming 
the 
exer­ 
cise of full responsibility on his 
part, to another job either in 


the same enterprise or 
else­ 
where, without 
reduction 
in 
earning or loss of benefits and 
with full training provided 
if 
new skills are required. 
“This is easy to say, and hard 
to implement. It requires a re­ 
vision of managerial policy, the 
relaxation of union restraints,

Although 
there is no guarantee that Con­ 
gress will pass the Kennedy- 
Johnson tax cut bill we can as­ 
sume at the very least that rates 
will not be higher next year. 
Thus, 
although 
individual 
cases may vary, planning trans­ 
actions to put taxable income 
into 1964 and taking losses in 
1963 is probably a smart move. 
The tax cut bill, passed by 
the House and now before the 
Senate Finance Committee, will 
have no effect on the individu­ 
al 1963 tax return you must file 
by April 15, 1964. Tips on com­ 
pleting that return and gain­ 
ing all the benefits entitled to 
you will be found in the forth­ 
coming NEA Income Tax Prim ­ 
er which the Escanaba Daily 
Press will carry in early 1964.

Item In Trade 


NEW YORK — Americans 
— some 8.4 million strong — 
spent nearly three billion trav­ 
eling abroad last year. 
This year, the tourist figure 
should jump six per cent, and 
by 1973, U. S. travelers will 
spend $7 billion abroad. U. S. 
spending on foreign travel has 
nearly doubled in the past eight 
years .and is growing almost 
twice as fast as disposable in­ 
come, according to study by 
McGraw-Hill Publishing Co. 
Of the travelers who left the 
U. S. in 1962, 1.8 million went 
overseas, 5.8 million journeyed 
to Canada, and 820,000 visited 
Mexico. 
Travel Booming 
The domestic travel business 
is big, too. Some 104.1 million 
Americans spent a holiday or 
business trip traveling inside 
the U. S. during 1962. In the 
process, they spent $16.8 bil­ 
lion for transportation, accom­ 
modations, 
f o o d , 
recreation, 
clothing and equipment. This 
was about five per cent higher 
than in 1961. 
Despite this growth, there is 
•till a vast untapped m arket for 
tourism. Only 48 per cent of 
all adults in this country take 
a business or holiday trip of 
more than 200 miles away from 
home in a year, and 52 per cent 
take none at all. And, 99 per 
cent of the general public does 


not go overseas. 
But Americans are starting 
to turn more and more to trav­ 
el abroad. In the current fiscal 
year U.S. passport applications 
reached a record 1,125,000, and 
this figure should jump IO per 
cent in the next fiscal year. 
Passports are issued for lo­ 
cales ranging from Agra to 
Zanzibar, but the bulk of Amer­ 
ican tourists headed for Western 
Europe. 
The largest number 
visited France, followed in pop­ 
ularity by Great Britain and 
Italy. 
These 
three 
countries 
combined earned more dollars 
from U. S. tourists than all oth­ 
er countries in Western Europe. 
American travelers are mak­ 
ing na invaluable contribution 
to the economic well-being of 
many nations. In some coun­ 
tries, tourist earnings make the 
difference between surplus or 
deficit 
in 
international 
pay­ 
ments. 
Tourism is Mexico’s dollar 
earner. In Austria, Italy and 
Spain, catering to foreign tour­ 
ists earns more than any single 
export. Even in Switzerland, 
tourism 
finally 
passed 
the 
watch industry to become the 
country’s leading dollar earner. 
And in the Caribbean, there are 
many examples where tourism 
is the principal industry.

Total U. S. tourist spending 
in foreign countries rose over 
IO per cent last year, to nearly 
$2.5 billion. This was partially 
offset by an increase in for­

U. S., but the net result was 
an outflow of $1.4 billion, or 
I two-thirds of last year’s over­ 
all balance of payment deficit. 
In just two years, the travel 
deficit has grown from less than 
; one-third to more than three- 
i fifths of the total U. S. balance 


i of payments deficit. It increased 
travel’s share of the total defi- 
! cit 180 per cent. 
The U. S. is studying a num­ 
ber of measures to counteract 
this outflow of money, includ­ 
ing a tourist tax based on num ­ 
ber of days abroad, a cut in 
the 
duty-free gift allowance 
and a further cut in the duty­ 
free limit to returning tourists. 
Tourists Wooed 
Many feel these restrictive j 
measures will only aggravate 
the problem, infringe on the 
basic right of freedom of move- | 
ment and that other countries 
will institute retaliatory m eas-! 
I ures. 
Instead, they urge campaigns i 
to bring more foreign travelers 
to this shore. An aggessive pro- 
, gam by the U. S. Tavel Service 
has increased the flow of over­ 
seas visitors to the U. S. by 14 
per cent to 713,392 last year. 
Visitors from Mexico rose from 
210,000 in 1961 to 223,000 last 
year. 
Regardless of what measures 
are taken by this or other coun­ 
tries, it is apparent that world 
tavel is here to stay. Last year, 
worldwide travel was the larg­ 
est single item in international 
trade, an estimated $7.5 billion.

Christmas” must have been im­ 
probable, if not impossigle, as 
a part of the Holy Night. Rain 
was more likely, especially on 
the date officially celebrated 
as Christ’s birthday. December 
25 is right in the midst of the 
rainy season in Bethlehem. 
Early art depicting the Na­ 
tivity and the events following 
it was faithful to the proba­ 
bilities. In these paintings, the 
shepherds watched in fields free 
of snow, and the Holy Family 
fled to 
Egypt 
under 
sunny 
skies, their route 
marked 
by 


palm trees. Later, snow appear­ 
ed in paintings of the Holy 
Night. 
White Means Purity 
Part of the explanation may 
be that white, rather than red 
ana green, was early chosen by 
churches as the color of Christ­ 
mas. White is, of course, the 
symbol of purity 
and 
inno­ 
cence, and a landscape white 
with snow thus becomes a pro­ 
per expression of the true spirit 
oi Christmas. 
Other explanations may be 
found in the origins of Christ­ 
mas customs. Many of the pa­ 
gan rites which were absorbed 
into the Christian celebration 
came from Northern Europe, 
and, if not associated directly 
with snow, at least reflected the 
need for warmth in winter. 
The Yule log for instance, 
became a part 
of 
the 
early 
Christmases, and certainly an 
open fire indoors is enhanced 
by a blanket of snow outdoors. 
Consider, too, that a number 
el modern Christmas customs— 
the tree and its lights, for in­ 
stance — came from Germany, 
where cold, 
snowy 
winter* 
might logically contribute to the 
legends and lore of the season. 
The first lighted tree was, sup­ 
posedly, created by Martin Lu­ 
ther as a symbol of a starry sky 
on a snowy night. 
In modern times Irving Ber­ 
lin and Bing Crosby have sub­ 
stantially 
strengthened 
the 
vision of a “White Christmas.” 
Bing singing Berlin’s 
famous 
song is now a traditional part of 
the Yule season. 
While many, perhaps most. 
people may be able 
only 
to 
dream of a white 
Christmas 
and create its semblance with 
cotton or spray-on snow, it’s a 
safe assumption that the happi­ 
est season will continue to be 
envisioned as a snowy wintei 
wonderland.

Mrs. Kennedy is given an ini­ 
tial bequest of $25,000 and the 
will directs that after that be­ 
quest is made, the estate be di­ 
vided into two equal shares. 
One trust fund is to be set up 
I for Mrs. Kennedy, another for 
the children. 
Portions of the principal may 
be paid to the three primary 
beneficiaries. An amount not to 
exceed IO per cent of the value 
at the start of any calendar 
year may be paid to Mrs. Ken­ 
nedy. Up to 20 per cent of the 
value of their portion may be 
paid to the children. 
The trust for the Kennedy 
children provides for them to as­ 
sume control at the age of 21. 
The will must be advertised 
for three weeks, when a hear­

Court. It was placed on file Mon­ 
day, the day after the close of 
the national mourning period 
for the late President.
